TRAFFIC RULES & ORDERS/OTHER BUSINESS 

9. Presentation: Mass. Ave. Striping Plan - Schouler Court to Peg Spengler Way 
Michael Rademacher, Director of Public Works 
Mr. Rademacher stated last fall Public Works Department developed a striping plan for Mass. 
Avenue from the Lexington Town Line to Schouler Court with a focus on proper lane sharing 
accommodations for cars and bicycles. At that time, the section from Schouler Ct to Peg 
Spengler Way was left out of the plan as it was complicated by the varying widths of Mass. Ave. 
and increased traffic volumes. At the same time, a consultant had been retained to design 
improvements to the Mill/Jason Street intersection, and he felt it would be appropriate to 
increase the scope of that project to include review of the above mentioned section of Mass. Ave. 



with regard to lane configuration. As a result of that traffic study report, the lane striping plan is 
now presented. Said striping should begin shortly. The plan also includes sharrows for bikers 
and a varying number of travel lanes, four in some places. 

Mr. Greeley moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0) 


10. Discussion: FY15 Water/Sewer Rates 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 
Michael Rademacher, Director of Public Works 

Water/sewer bills will not increase this year. Water usage was 7.3 higher than they anticipated 
so revenue collected was greater. Also a cost assessment from the MWRA did not increase over 
last year. Selectman Dunn stated the percentage of water lost in Arlington’s pipes has also been 
reduced with on going repairs which he feels is critical. Although an increase in water use kept 
rates down, Town Officials said residents should still try to conserve water. The Town Manager 
and the Director of Public Works stated that this move will improve cash flow and will also 
make bills more manageable and allow residents to track their water use more carefully. 

Mrs. Mahon moved receipt of report. SO VOTED (5-0) 


11. Vote: Establishment of Quarterly Billing Cycle for Water/Sewer 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 
Michael Rademacher, Director of Public Works 
Mr. Chapdelaine stated the town will begin to send out water bills quarterly rather than twice a 
year beginning July 1 st . Residents will receive their first quarterly bill in October. The Town 
Manager and the Director of Public Works stated that this move will improve cash flow and will 
also make bills more manageable and allow residents to track their water use more carefully. 

Mr. Greeley moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0) 


12. Discussion and Vote: Condominium Billing Policy for Water/Sewer 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 
Michael Rademacher, Director of Public Works 

Condo residents at 990 Mass. Avenue feel that because it costs the town less to check 
their single water meter than it would to check meters at each unit, they should pay less in 
administrative costs. Public Works Director and the Town Manager both recommended against 
said proposal which they feel amounts to special treatment. Mr. Rademacher stated that 
administrative fees don’t just pay for meter checking, but also cover costs of water leak repairs, 
fire hydrant upgrades and pipe improvements. 

John Maher, a condo owner and is representing the other condo owners in negotiations with the 
Town Manager and the Public Works Director, asked if the discussion could be tabled until a 
later date to allow further negotiation between the Town and condo owners. 

Mr. Greeley moved to table to a future meeting. SO VOTED (5-0)

Elizabeth Dray, Executive Director 
(tabled from 5/19/14 meeting) 

Ms. Dray stated that she recently traveled to Teosinte and was presented with a beautiful wood 
carving for the Town of Arlington. 

The Board voted to pennanently display the carving in Town Hah and send a note of 
acknowledgment to Teosinte's Town Council thanking them for said gift.

c) Mass. Ave. from Carey Way to Schouler Court 

The Parking Subcommittee recommended marking 26 spaces on Mass. Avenue from 
Carey Way to Schouler Court as pennanent permit parking area. These spaces would be 
marked out and only that many pennits would be sold. The cost would be the same as 
any other daytime permit in town ($50/month). 

Mr. Hayner, Chair of the School Committee, attended the meeting and stated he did not 
feel that any Teacher or Staff should have to pay the $50.00 monthly charge. After much 
discussion, the Selectmen agreed with his statement The spaces will fall under the 
control of the School Dept. The parking restriction will be in effect only during the 
school year. Mrs. Mahon stated that behind the High School near where the dumpster is 
located there appears to be brush that could be removed and perhaps six or more spaces 
could become available. Mr. Hayner stated that he would take responsibility for talking 
to Supt. Bodie and the Director of Public Works to look into Ending a few more spaces 
for Teachers and Staff.

The business proposed for this site is a 2000 square foot entertainment venue selling 
snacks, appetizers and desserts for consumption on-site by patrons as they paint 
artwork. There is proposed seating for 18 patrons with no assigned on-street parking 
and three off-street parking spaces. It is a small enterprise serving Arlington Heights 
and surrounding residential neighborhoods (zone B3). It is an appropriate type of 
business for this setting. The business proposes to be open Monday through 
Saturday, initially from 6:30pm to 9:30pm, and 1:00pm to 6:00pm on Sunday, with 
three employees per shift.
